A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 


Dear Friends: 


I am happy to report a significant increase in interest earned on the invest- 
ment of state funds. 

An increase of 22.9 percent in interest was received on invested state funds 
in the fiscal quarter ending September 30, compared to the same quarter last 
year. Total interest earned was $5,950,726. This was in increase $1,109,481 over 
the comparable fiscal quarter. 

There also was an increase in the percentage of idle state funds placed in 
interest earning investments. A daily average of 98.82 percent of all state funds 
was invested during the quarter ending September 30, compared to 98.54 per- 
cent in that quarter a year ago. 

Steady progress in economic conditions and employment in Missouri this 
year have helped to improve the finances of state government. 

In the quarter ending September 30, for example, there was a 35.5 percent 
increase in the average daily balance of state funds. 


The average daily balance recorded was $459,088,502. This was an increase 
of $120,361,525 over the average daily balance in the same quarter last year. 


Fiscal developments which made possible the higher earnings, therefore, 
were a sharp boost in revenues available for investment and our successful 
efforts to increase the amount of idle funds placed in investments. 


Higher interest rates now in effect also offer the prospect of continued in- 
creased earnings on invested state funds in the present fiscal quarter.
